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1 . A substitute specification and claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 25(a) because the 
current specification is poorly reproduced and difficult to read in many places. See for example 
page 2, lines 29, page 12, line 23, 30. 

A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1. 125(a) must only contain subject matter 
from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 CFR 1.121. If the 
substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of record, the substitute 
specification must be filed under 37 CFR 1.125(b) and must be accompanied by: 1) a statement 
that the substitute specification contains no new matter; and 2) a marked-up copy showing the 
amendments to be made via the substitute specification relative to the specification at the time the 
substitute specification is filed. 


2. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.821-25 for the reasons set 
forth on the attached Notice to Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing 
Nucleotide And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures.

THREE (3) MONTH SHORTENED STATUTORY PERIOD. FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH 
THESE REQUIREMENTS WILL RESULT IN ABANDONMENT OF THE APPLICATION 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.821(g). 
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3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claims 1-12 are indefinite in the recitation of "nucleotide derivatives." It is unclear 
how far a nucleotide structure can vary and still be a derivative and not a distinct compound.
